DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-34 are allowed, because the prior art alone or in combination among 
other limitations does not teach or suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art a method for 
modifying a voxel based virtual object , selecting a modification mode that modifies a voxel 
value representative of the voxel-based virtual object . The closest prior art, Tarr US patent no. 
6,191,796, teaches a method for modifying a virtual object in a haptic virtual environment, 
comprising: determining a virtual tool comprising a plurality of discrete points for use by the 
user in the haptic virtual environment; selecting a modification mode for the virtual tool; sensing 
a location of a user in real space; determining locations of the plurality of discrete points of the 
virtual tool relative to a location of the virtual; calculating an interaction force between the 
virtual tool and the virtual object based on the locations of the plurality of discrete points of the 
virtual tool and the location of the virtual object; producing a modified virtual object by 
modifying the virtual object based on the modification mode, the locations of the plurality of 
discrete points of the virtual tool, and the location of the virtual object; and outputting the 
modified virtual object, however said prior art fails to teach the previously stated limitations 
contained in the applicants claims.
